Veterans with service-connected 
dental conditions in the very near 
future may have a “free choice” of 
private dentists when no VA dental 
clinic service is available, Under 
a new  fee-schedule program, 
worked out in cooperation with the 
American Dental Association, the 
VA will pay the bills for the serv- 
ice given by local dentists partici- 
pating in the program. These den- 
tists work on a fee basis and give 
dental care to eligible veterans 
when they can not be taken care 
of in VA's own dental clinics. 


A veteran with a service-con- 
nected dental condition soon can re- 
ceive “home town" care in every. 
state of the union—the VA an- 
nouncement said—if no VA dental 
clinic is “feasibly available” to him. 

The VA policy is to use, on a 
fee basis, all ethically and profes- 
sionally qualified dentists who want 
to give dental service to veterans. 
Dentists are mominated by the 
state dental societies and their 
appointments are subject to VA 
approval. Each state dental society 
has been requested to name a den- 
tal advisory committee to approve 
nominations of dentists who apply 
to participate in the program. Each 
state society has also been requested 
to make recommendations for any 
adjustment of fees at state level. 

Almost half the veterans of 
World War Il have applied for un- 
employment benefits, but only one 
half on 1 per cent have stayed on 
the rolls for the maximum of 52 
weeks. Since September 1944, 
about five million veterans have 
drawn over one billion dollars in 
benefits, The average duration of 
a veteran's stay on the rolls is about 
10 weeks, 

The peak load of veterans draw- 
ing unemployment benefits was 
over a million, eight hundred 
thousand during the first week of 
July. Thar figure has been reduced 
by over a hundred thousand men. 
However, General Bradley said re- 
cently that there was evidence of 
veterans remaining on the unem- 
ployment rolls longer than neces- 
sary. He warned that if a “small 
minority” of the veterans abused 
the privilege there would be a 
public reaction which would 
hinder the readjustment allowance 
program.

Questions and Answers 

Q—If I have obtained a Veterans 
Administration guaranteed loan to 
purchase a farm, am I still eligible 
to receive the self-employed veter- 
an’s readjustment allowance? 

A—Yes. You may obtain the 
monthly allowance, depending on 
the length of your military service, 
up to a maximum of 10 2/5 months. 
The payments guarantee to the 
farmer a minimum net income of 
$100 a month during the period of 
his entitlement. 

Q—I have had no farm experi- 
ence, but I believe I could learn 
quickly to operate a famm success- 
fullly. Is there any way I can get 
training under the G. 1. Bill so that 
I could later qualify as a good risk 
with a lender? 

A—Under both Public Laws 16 
(vocational rehabilitation) and 346 
(G. L Bill, eligible veterans are 
entitled to both on-the-farm train- 
ing and institutional education 
which give them a practical and a 
scientific knowledge of agriculture. 

Q—If I obtain a real estate loan 
to purchase a farm and it is guar- 
anteed by VA, may I also obtain a 
VA guarantee on a loan to purchase 
rnachinery, livestock, seed and other 
farm equipment? 

A—Yes, you may obtain a com- 
bination of real estate and non- 
real estate loans. However, the 
percentage of the guarantee maxi- 
mum used by a veteran in obtaining 
one type of loan reduces by that 
percentage his entitlement to guar- 
antee of another type loan. For ex- 
ample, if a veteran obtained a 
farm real estate loan guarantee of 
$2,000, his non-real estate guarantee 
maximum would be $1,000.
